At the Unitarian church on Sunday 


the pastor, Rev. Alfred Gooding, de- 
livered the second of his series of 
five discourses on the history of Uni- 
tarianism, the subject of this one be- 
ing, "The History of UnitarianUm in 
England." 
Of this very interesting 


and instructive 
historical presenta- 


tion the following is a brief abstract: 


.History Of Unltarianism In England. 


Unitarlanism is said to have been 


first publicly taught in England by 
Bernhard Ochino of Siena, an Italian 
preacher, who, fleeing from persecu- 
tion at home, was invited in 1547 to 
London 
by Archbishop 
Cranmer, 


where he took charge of the so-called 
Strangers' church, an Institution es- 
tablished for foreigners in London. 
This 
church was 
suppressed by 


Queen Mary, but its doctrine could 
not be suppressed. That it continued 
to assert itself is shown by the record 
of the violent deaths suffered by its 
adherents, a record 
covering the 


period from 1551, when George Van 
Parris, a surgeon, w^s burned at 
Smiithneld for his Unitarian opinions, 
to 1612, when the last of these execu- 
tions at the stake took place. It is 
true that in 1648, the Presbyterian 
party having control of parliament, 
an ordinance was passed condemning 
to death all persons proved guilty of 
denying the doctrine of the Trinity, 
but this statute was never carried 
'inW effect, for under Cromwell a con- 
siderable degree of tolerance was es- 
tablished. 


It was at this time that the first 


Unitarian society in. England was or- 
ganized under the leadership of John 
Biddle, who has been called "the fath 
=er, the earliest witness, and 
the 


martyr of English Unitarianism." A 
man of unquenchable courage, he was 
deterred neither by imprisonment nor 
exile from publishing his opinions, 
and he finally perished in a dungeon, 
Sept. 22, 1662. His little church did 
not survive him, but the truth he 
taught lived on in many noble and 
independent minds-—notably in Wil- 
liam Penn, who in 
his pamphlet 


called "The Sandy Foundation Shak- 
en," controverted the scholastic doc- 
trine of the Trinitry, In Sir 
Isaac 


Newton, in John Locke, and in John 
Milton, whose argument for the unity 
of God is set forth in a Latin treatise 
on "Christian Doctrine," discovered 
in manuscript in 1823, and published. 


That was an age of mluch attempt- 


ed restriction or control of theologi- 
cal belief by law. For the majority 
of Dissenters thing* were made bet- 
ter by the Act of Toleration in 1689, 
but Unitarians remained under the 
ban, and in 1698 'an act was passed 
by which a person who should deny 
any one of the persons of the Holy 
Trinity to be God wasi for the first 
offence deprived of the right to hold 
public office, and for the second of- 
fence deprived of all civil rights and 
subjected to three years imprison- 
ment. This statute was not repealed 
until the year 1813. 


In 1774, the first permanent Uni- 


tarian society in England was estab- 
lished In London by Theophilus Lind- 
sey, the friend of Joseph Priestley 
and Benjamin "Franklin. He built the 
Essex street chapel, of which he was 
the minister for fifteen years. 
» 


But the most conspicuous and in- 


fluential figure In English Unitarian- 
ism at that time was Joseph Priest- 
ley, the famous scholar and scien- 
tist, the discoverer of oxygen. Un- 
doubte.dly he had more to do 
with 


shaping Unitarian thought than any 
other tman of his time. Many Pres- 
byterian congregations became- Unl- 
tarifch, and there 
are 
still about 


twenty-five that retain the old name. 


In 1893 tho Unitarian societies in 


England numbered 344 . They are not 
bound together by any administrative 
or doctrinal authority, but Ihey unite 
In maintaining a eoctety known as 
tho British and Foreign Unitarian As- 
sociation, for the carrying on of mis* 


sionary work, the publication and 
diffusion of Unitarian literature, and 
the general oversight of the affairs 
and interests of the denomination. 
Their Divinity school, called Man- 
chester college, occupies a very beau- 
tiful group of new buildings at Ox- 
ford.

Navy Yard Ordered To Bo*ton. 


Capt. George F. F. Wilde has been 


detached from the Portmouth navy 
rard and made captain of the Boston 
yard, succeeding Capt. Barclay. 


Capt. Wilde was born in Braintee 


Mass.. 
but 
now 
claims 
North 


Easton, 
Mass., 
as 
his 
home. 


He is one of the 
most 
affable 


and popular officers of the navy, and 
at the same time he has a record as 
a fighter, seaman and organizer, with 
a knowledge of modern warships and 
advances, second to none. 


As a boy he was anxious to become 


a sailor and an officer In the navy. 
Just before the civil war a vacancy 
for Annapolis existed in his district 
and he applied for the appointment. 
So did many others, so many, in fact, 
that it was decided to hold a com* 
petitivje examination. Young Wilde 
studied hard to this end and when the 
day of the examination arrived he 
found himself well primed for the 
task, but without sufficient money to 
pay his fare to Boston where the ex- 
amination was to be held. Nothing 
daunted, he walked in and took the 
examination. He won and the- nary 
secured a most able officer.. 


Capt. Wilde began his studies at 


the academy in November, 1861. His 
class "was put into active service In 
two years, and as a junior officer he 
participated in some of the engage- 
ments of the fighting fleets along the 
southern coast. 


After the war he put In the usual 


variations of sea and shore work at 
home and abrad. He was the first 
commander of the U. S. S. Dolphin, 
the first of Uncle Sam's modern na- 
vy, and while in comimand of this 
vessel he brought about the painting

Fortunate 
Is sbo whose k^(ien is arranged with 
special reference to tte making of la- 
bor as easy a task as possible. 


It is an unfonunate fact, however, 


that comparatively few of the kitchens

of the land are constructed to secure aa 
great au economy of labor as possible. 
Indeed many of these appear to be 
built on a plan to make the work as 
hard as possible. A writer in the Coun- 
try Gentleman thinks that a great 
many of these inconveniently arranged 
kitchens might with a little wise plan- 
ning be remodeled in a way to make 
the housekeeper's work at least 50 per 
cent easier, and that, too, at but slight 
expense, and he says: 


A part of these conveniences that are 


figured are of a nature to be added to 
the kitchen furnishings at auy time. 
Among these is the kitchen cabinet, 
which on baking days at least ought to 
save ranch running hither and" thither 
' of tired feet. In this cabinet can be 


placed every article that is used in 
coolrinj:, from the pots and kettles to 
the ginger and soda. There are draw- 
ers enough to contain all the ingredi- 
ents used in cooking. 


The lower closet is used for iron and 


tin utensils. Tbe upper closet, having 
glass doors, contains kitchen crockery. 
The uppev drawer below the broad 
shelf is for kitchen knives, spoons and 
other small articles. The drawers be- 
low are for cloths, towels, etc. With 
such a cabinet everything is at hand, 
and no steps need be taken for dishes 


j or materials. 


Tho second figure shows the kitchen 


sink placed against the wall separating 
| the kitchen from the dining room. Up- 


on its right is a closet of the same 
width, with doors opening to it from 


! both kitchen and dining room. When 


the dishes are washed, they can be 
placed upon the shelves almost with- 
ouc moving from one's position, and 
when wanted for use upon the table 
they are readily accessible from the 
dining room also.

The White Rose.— The center of this 


flower Is made of yellow buttonhole 
twist. Two ds, one p, two ds; repeat 
until there are nine picot*- Close ring; 
leave one-quarter Inch of thread, * one 
ds, one p. Repeat three more times; 
one ds, join to first picot in ring: four 
ds with one p between each; close. 
leave one-quarter inch of thread, repeat 
* thus all around ring, join and fasten 
thread. 


Forty ds, close, repeat seven timea 


for first row of white petals; place an- 
other row back of this, and still anoth- 
er row if wanted very double. Do not 
break threads between each row; sun- 
ply wind them around and sew in place. 


Wild Rose.— Since most flowers have 


yellow centers, it is handier to have 
two shuttles and fill one with yellow, 
the other with pink. For the center 
have thread a yard long; work one dt, 
one picot about one-fourth inch long; 
repeat this until the ring is about the 
size of a natural flower and draw up 
closo. Exact number is not necessary 
in these centers. Work' another EOW to 
fit around this, as that gives it a fuller 
center. Close and with needle and fine 
thread catch it together at the back. 
With ueedle filhtf with yellow or green- 
ish yellow, put a few long loops direct- 
ly in canter and cut them. For outside 
petals simply make very long picots, 
with one ds between each, until there 
are enough to fit^arpTind fhe center.

'Now make a 
small ring with shuttle of seven ds, 
join to center p of previous chain seven 
ds, close. With two thread work seven 
more picots with one ds between and 
join as seen in the illustration. This 
forms one point of the star. Repeat 
this five times; tie off. The last row is 
made with two threads also. Fasten at 
the point of star and with shuttle work 
eight ds, join to star point, eigUt ds, 
close; with two thread five ds, one i>, 
five ds; repeat this twice more, joining 
at the same point. Then work long 
chain of nineteen ds, with one picot in 
center, to next point; repe'at five times, 
fasten securely. 


The Pansy.—Fill shuttle with fancy 


purple, have long thread about two 
yards, work one ds, one long p, one da, 
one longer picot, one ds, one still longer 
picot. The three center picots are the 
same length. Then graduate the size iu 
opposite directions, draw up close. This 
forms the bottom petal. The sides are 
made the same way and twisted in 
such a way tha£ the two rings will be 
side by side and the lower one come In 
center. The top is made in two scallop- 
like petals that fit over this and fasten. 
The last is yellow thread of about^fif- 
teen long picots graduated each wny 
and joined, as seen in illustration, with 
thread and needle. A touch of yellow

Tbe 


growth of this new industry is tbe only 
thing that threatens the trust's control 
>f tbe sugar supply of the Union. It 
aiust, therefore, be an immense relief 
:o tbe trust to see tbe supposed friends 
>f the beet sugar industry ready to 
throttle it before it has had time to 
prove its value to the people of the 
xmutry and relieve it forever from de- 
icndenee upon foreign sources for a 
rapply of this great staple. 


In tbe mixed and contradictory sto- 


•ies that come from Washington it is 
lifflcult to get a correct view of the 
situation. It is asserted, however, that 
Senator Burrows will .favor the adop- 
don of the- Cuban reciprocity treaty. 
*'hich reduces the tariff on all Cuban 
sugars 20 per cent. Then comes the 
innonncement that Senator Alger will 
follow the lead of Senator Burrows in 
ibis respect. It seems hardly possible 
:liat these gentlemen will aid in strlk- 
ng down what is becoming a great in- 
lustry In this state for the benefit of a 
foreign nation. We had always sup- 
x>sed that senators and congressmen 
nrere sent to Washington to protect the 
.nterests of their state, not to assail 
:hem, and that a farmer in Michigan 
rould be given more ~<x>hsidera tion in 
legislation than a farmer in Cuba. In 
fact, we were not aware that our rep- 
•esentatlves were sent to congress to 
represent tbe Cubans or their special 
.nterests, but perhaps we are all wrong 
>n this point. 


These assaults on the industry have 


Uso come at a time when the beet 
{rowers, discouraged by an exception- 
illy unfavorable season, are demacd- 
aig a big adyance on the price of beets, 
which, if the factories refuse to pay, 
arlll likely result in some of them clos- 
ng down. A 20 per cent reduction in 
tbe tariff and a considerable increase 
n the price of beets are a conjunction 
>f influences that cannot but have a 
rondency to stop the further Invest- 
nent of money in factories. The very 
neu wbo are demanding concessions to 
Tuban sugar growers and talking about 
.be big profits of manufacturers will 
je tile very ones to refuse to invest a 
lollar In factories once they are grant- 
«d. They would not take the chances, 
•specially when the growers are also 
lemanding more money for their beets. 
Ml this trouble for the beet sugar in- 
erests is very .pleasing to the trust 
ind its friends are tn hopes that the 
•esults will be so disastrous as to wipe 
Hit the industry entirely and again de- 
iver tbe country into its hands. Then 
:he losses sustained In fighting beet 
sugar can be made up out of the peo- 
Jle, 


If the avowed protectionists in con- 


iress allow this beneficent industry to 
je destroyed, the only one in which 
.he farmer can know the price he will 
•eceive for his crop before It Is grown, 
ind can control to his own advantage, 
.hey will strike a blow at the princi- 
ple they profess that will never be for- 
jotten or forgiven. They are practical- 
y telling the farmers that protection 
s all right for the manufacturer, but 
not for them. The sugar trust is to 
ret cheaper raw sugar to refine and to 
je aided in killing its only rival. 


The only hope that is held out to the 


:rue frlendf^f the beet sugar industry 
«omes from an unexpected source. The 
icuators and congressmen from Loulsi- 
ina and Texas are said to be opposed 
.0 the measure and will fight it. They 
issert that the proposed treaty is a 
ueasure that has to do with the reve- 
jues of the government and all such 
egislntioii must originate in the lower 
souso. There may be sufficient votes 
Tom this source to offset the weak-

He is in a position to get even 
with the men wbo bolted his candidacy 
in 1896 and 1900. and he will utilize it 
He would prefer to vote for n Repub- 
lican than to give bis support to any 
of tbe Cleveland or Hill element of 
tbe Democracy. Moreover, his antip- 
athies have a wide range and include 
such anti-Cleveland and anti-Hill men 
as Gorman. Whether be would sup- 
port Olney is not known, but probably 
he would not 


Here is n peril which confronts tbe 


Democracy. Having a giant's strength, 
Bryan is going to use it like a giant 
If a man personally distasteful to him 
gets the candidacy in 1901—and the 
probability Is that some such man will 
be put up—Bryan will undoubtedly 
lead a bolt against him, as the Cleve- 
landites did against him in the two re- 
cent elections. Probably Bryan does 
not expect any more favors from the 
national Democracy. He will never be 
put up for president again by the reg- 
ular Democratic convention. He has a 
future, however, in his own section 
provided his party ever again comes to 
the front In all the states west of the 
Mississippi Bryan's is still a name to 
conjure by. He can be elected gov- 
ernor of Nebraska or sent to the sen- 
ate from that state if his party regains 
power during his lifetime. Meanwhile 
he will take revenge by striking bis 
Democratic enemies as savagely as 
they hit him in 1000 and 1896.—St. Lou- 
is Globe-Democrat.

When the coal famine was at its 


worst last fall and anthracite might be 
l:nd in quarter ton parcels as a person- 
al favor for $26 a ton. there were some 
efforts made to Import coal. The only 
cargoes the public ever heard of as ar- 
riving In this country were a couple 
that Mr.' J. Pierpont Morgan assisted 
over here in charity for the poor. 


There has never been a tariff on hard 


coal that had any effect or which could 
have any effect under the sun on the 
local coal market. If bard coal were 
to go to $20 a ton and stay there a year, 
it might look like "coal Imports," as 
they say of gold in connection with the 
market for sterling exchange, but It is 
improbable that any coal would come.

It Is a mistake to do 
GO even for one year. It is a concession 
to a desperate situation in tbe local 
question of supply and demand, but a 
concession which can have no other ef- 
fect than a smash at the tariff to satis- 
fy an Ignorant clamor without gaining 
one possible benefit, but with the large 
and threatening probability of injuring 
a part of our coal mining industry, 
which haa never been concerned in tbe 
strike beyond assisting the consumers 
to exist until anthracite were again in 
the market—Jersey City Journal.

George Weberndcrfer was 
pounded 


almost into insensibility. 


• The scene of the crime was Forest 
Park, the terminus of-the North-Main 
street line, an isolated spot T8e car 
had reached the end of the line and 
preparations were being made for the 
return trip. Imrnediatfcily after the 
conductor had turned the trolley and 
the motorman had reversed his lev- 
ers eight masked men sprang 
from 


the bushes by the roadside, entered 
the car and discharged their revol- 
vers, every man being armed. 


Officer Mendlesohn fell at the first 


report with a bullet 
through 
the 


heart The miotorman leaped 
from 


the car 
with 
a 
cry 
of 
pain 


and some of the men followed him, 
while the remainder turned their at- 
tention to the conductor. He 
was 


thrown to the floor of the car and 
pounded and kicked until he was al- 
most unconscious. The 
men 
then 


left the car and joined their compan- 
ions outside. 


Weberndorfer saw the 
motorman 


leap from the car and also saw him- 
followed by the murderers. 


The conductor with difficulty rose 


to his feet anH went to the assistance 
of the wounded officer, but a brief ex- 
amination sEcwed that the latter was 
dead. 


Weberndorfer was suffering 
from 


his own severe injuries and was hard- 
ly able to stand, but he nevertheless 
started the car back toward the city 
with the body of the wounded officer. 
On the way he met another car and 
the crew went back to the city with 
the injured man for assistance. 


Tbe bcdy of the dead officer was 


carried to police headquarters and 
Weberndorfer was also taken there. 
The entire police force was immed- 
iately sent out to search for the mur- 
derers. 


Shortly after midnight the officers 


found Motorman Chambers, who is 
a young man, not over twenty years 
•of age. His head was covered with 
blood, but it was found that he had 
not been struck by a bullet, but had 
been pounded on the head with the 
butt of a revolver. 


He told a startling story of his ex- 


perience. He said 
that 
when 
he 


leaped from the car, four 
men 
fol- 


lowed him, firing their revolvers. He 
ran at top speed for the swamps near- 
by and when he discovered that his 
pursuers were gaining on him, 
he 


laid down. The murderers rushed by, 
but did not go near the 
highway. 


They soon gave up the search and 
Chambers finally left his hiding place 
and started for the city to give the 
alarm. He fell in with the police and 
was conducted to the car barn, where 
his injuries were attended. 


The condition of the car wlren it 


reached the city showed that a per- 
fect volley ot shots had been fired at 
the three defenceless nren. The at- 
tack was made while the trolley pole 
was off and those 1n the car were In 
perfect darkness and were caught 
like rats in a trap. 


At the time of the . shooting 
the 


streets were practically deserted be- 
cause of the heavy rain, but the news 
spread rapidly and half an hour after 
the car reached the center of the city 
at least 300 people gathered in the 
vicinity of police headquarters and 
public feeling ran high. 


Tho victim of the tragedy had been 


recently appointed on the police force 
and leaves a wife and three 
small 


children, the youngest being not ov 
er five years of age. 


So far the police have been unable 


to find any trace of the murderers.

ternal and external commerce in the 
pa»t forty-rwo years of protection to 
American labor aud industry. 
Giant 


strides have beru made during that 
period under the economic policy of 
having the republic do its own work 
to the largest possible esteat. In do- 
mestic exports, in manufactures, in 
transportation and in internal com- 
merce the United States is at the bead 
of the world's list of great nations. 
The internal commerce of the country 
is now estimated at $20.000,000,000, or 
equal to the entire international com- 
merce of the world. This estimate is 
baM-d upon the figures of the census, 
which put the total value of manufac- 
tures In I'.HX) at §13,000,000,000, those 
of agriculture at nearly :?-l.uOO,OoO,0<:i) 
and those of minerals about $l,000.00y,- 
000. 
Adding to these the product of 


the fisheries, the total value of the 
products of the great industries in 10UO 
would be $18,0110.000,000. aud the rapid 
growth in all lines of industry smce 
190C. especially 
in 
manufacturing, 


seems to justify the conclusion that 
even a single transaction in all the 
products of the country would produce 
an aggregate for 1!X)2 of fully $20,000,- 
000,000. 


Estimating the internal commerce of 


the country at former census years by 
tbe Fame method, it is found that the 
total internal commerce has grown 
from about $2,000,000,000 in 1850, $3,- 
fJOO.OOO.OOO in ISUj, $C,2.~>0,000,000 m 
1870, ?7,".">0,000,000 in 1SSO and $12.- 
000,000,000 in 1S90. It will be seen 
from this that the internal commerce 
seems to have increased 50 per cent in 
the decade from 1800 to liWO and is 
ten times as large in 1002 as in the 
year 18GO. 


During the same period, from 18-"0 


to 1JK)2, the population has increased 
from 2^,000.01)0 to 79,000,000 nnd is 
therefore only three and one-half times 
as great as iu 1850, while the internal 
commerce is ten times as great as at 
that time. The relative gain of inter- 
nal commerce over population is due. 
iu part, to the greatly increased fa- 
cilities for transportation, the cheapen- 
ing of cost of articles utilized aud the 
Increased 
earnings 
and 
increased 


wealth of the people—iu short, due in 
great measure to the operation of the 
policy of protection. 


The railroads have Increased from 


9,021 
miles iu 1850 to 201.S39 miles in 


1902 aud the estimated wealth of the 
country from $7,135,730,000 in 1850 to 
§!M,."00,000,UOO in 1000—a per capita in- 
crease of from $30S in 1S50 to $1,230 
in 1900. This increase iu wealth has 
been accompanied by au iucreabe iu 
deposits in banks, those iu savings 
banks alone increasing from .$43.431,- 
130 in 1S50 to $2.507,004,080 ill 1901 - 
another extraordinary tribute to the 
value of protection as a national eco- 
nomic system.

When you kindle a fire ia the grate, the 
more draft you give it the better it 
burns. Blow on it, and you will see. or 
get a pair of old fashioned bellows, 
such as your grandmother used, and 
the harder you work them the more 
quickly the wood ignites and the high- 
tr leaps the flame. 


Why does this blowing on tbe firtr 


make it burn better? Simply because 
you fjive it mor<- oxygen, and oxygen 
is what fire lives on. 


But in the case of the candle, when 


you blow bard on it the flame instead 
of burning more brightly goes out alto- 
gether. Do you see the reason? Per- 
haps this is it. The flame depends up- 
on a sufficient amount of heat to make 
the oxygen ignite, and a sudden or 
hard blowing of tbe breath on it drives 
the beat away, so that there is not 
enough left to support combustion. 


But there is a way to blow on the 


candle when within a few inches of 
your face without blowing it out. In- 
deed you can make the flame incline

Interesting Fact* About Bees. 


John Burroughs says that when a 


bee brings pollen into the hive he ad- 
vances to the cell in which it is to be 
deposited and kicks it off, as one might 
his overalls or rubber boots, making 
one foot help another. The honeybee 
ranks among the- highest of all insects, 
because of its thoughtful provision for 
the future and the care shown its 
young. The young bees \vhieh receive 
this rare from the working bees are 
called larvje. These are of three kinds, 
found in three different kinds of cells, 
and they are called queens, drones and 
workers. The best time to study this 
•wonderful Insect is when buckwheat 
and goldenrod are in bloom. If possi- 
ble, visit some hive and try to see them- 
at work inside. It is very interesting 
to see a few captured bees that have 
been fed with some honey "take a bee 
line" for home when let loose. This is 
the plan followed in tht? mountains and 
elsewhere when hunting for wild hon- 
ey. Frequently these bees will return 
for more honey to the same place 
-where they were fed at first, as their 
instinct is akin to reason, and they al- 
ways observe a place so as to return 
to it. "When making room in the hive 
for a set of young bees, the old queen 
bee leaves the hive, followed by nearly 
all of the grown bees that are there at 
the time, and, after swarming in the 
air, they go directly to a new home, 
Just as if they had selected the place 
beforehand. They not only make wax 
and honey, but add to their usefulness 
by carrying the pollen for the fertili- 
zation of flowers.

An organization bai been formed In 


a rural community of Pennsylvania

cattle are tie members. TLe home of 
tbi» interesting organization In at Ar- 
not, and its official title is -'the XJnioa 
Cow Club of Arnot, Pa." The country 
thereabout is peculiarly hazardous for 
cow» to wander in. There are mine 
shafts and railroad tracks and steep 
and narrow paths where the careleia 
man or beast is prone to stumble. 
Therefore the cow club. No cow leas 
than one or more than ten years old is 
eligible for membership, and full par- 
ticipation in tbe benefits of tbe order la 
given only to those which are a source 
of profit to their owner*. Tbe mem- 
bers, therefore, really earn enough to 
pay their own dues, and tbe owners oc- 
cupy rather tbe position of business 
advisers who take care of surplus 
funds and look after tbe clerical details 
of paying tbe assessments when they 
fall due. Eacb one. it might be said, 
bolds a power of attorney for bis cows. 
Tbe owners are also tbe beneficiaries 
of tbe bovine policies. In case a cow 
dies between Marcb 1 and Sept 30 the 
owner receives $30. If she dies be- 
tween Oct. 1 and Feb. 28, be gets only 
$25. If tbe animal becomes disabled or 
sick, an examining committee looks 
Into tbe case to determine what dam- 
ages should be allowed, and if this 
committee cannot agree a special meet- 
Ing is called, and tbe owners in con- 
clave adjust tbe damages. One inter- 
esting provision is tbat if a man wishes 
to kill a cow for beef or if be wishes to 
sell he most notify the president .twen- 
ty-four hours beforehand so that tbe 
withdrawal may be duly entered on the 
books. So far as has been learned no 
candidates for admission have yet been 
blackballed.—New York Post

Aerating and DeMverlnsr 91 ilk. 
Never take your milk cans inside the 


stable, said F. \V. Ashman before Ohio 
Dairymen's association. 
After each 


cow is milked strain and run the milk 
through an aerator, and when the milk- 
ing is finished the whole of it must be 
aerated again by pouring or dipping till 
it is cooled. Thia must be done where 
tbe air is pure, and tiie quicker the 
temperature of the milk is changed 
tbe quicker it will check the growth of 
the bacteria in it. Never mix warm 
milk with cold milk, but cool it to the 
same temperature. 


Where milk is delivered at the facto- 


ry milk must be pure and clean and 
should be delivered on a spring wagon 
to prevent it from churning. The cans 
should be covered with heavy ducking 
to protect the milk from freezing and 
dust from getting into it, and it must 
be perfectly sweet so after it leaves 
the separator it can be sterilized to in- 
crease the value of the skimmilk for 
feeding purposes. When it arrives at 
home, it should, be emptied at once nnd 
the cans rinsed with cold water before 
washing. 
Stlasre Compared Witt Timothy Hay. 


Timothy hay of average quality con- 


tains 49.4 per cent digestible units. Si- 
lage of average quality contains 17.1 
per cent digestible units. If this was 
the only test of value, timothy hay 
would be worth nearly three times as 
much as silage, but timothy hay is not 
so easily digested as silage, and quite a 
proportion of its digestible value must 
be used in furnishing energy to digest 
it, whereas silage is easily digested and 
therefore requires leas expenditure of 
energy for this purpose. Again, silage 
is a succulent feed, and there is a value 
in succulence which cannot be meas- 
ured or even estimated in figures.

An Experience la Churning-. 


We have been making butter for ser. 


enteen years, sometimes from one cow 
and sometimes from a number of cows, 
and rarely have to churn over ten min- 
utes, says a New Hampshire corre- 
spondent of Rural New Yorker. Lately 
we have had two cows from which we 
are making butter. Five or six weeks 
ago I began to give the cows some ap- 
ples, a few at first, until I was giving 
them three or four quarts a day. The 
first time I churned after I began to 
feed apples it took fifteen or twenty 
minutes, the next time one and a half 
hours and tbe next time two and a 
quarter hours, and I kept that churn 
handle going all the time too. I began 
to wonder what the trouble was, as I 
toad never been troubled so be-fore and 
tho cows bad the same care and food. 
.Then I thought of the apples, and as I 
had never fed any before decided tbat 
they caused the trouble, so stopped 
feeding them. Tbe first churning after 
stopping took twenty minutes, the sec- 
ond fifteen minutes and the third flvo 
minutes. I did not get any more milk 
.when feeding apples, and we thought 
the cream not to heavy.

This ^hirty mile strip, then, is the 


bone of contention. It remains for tho 
commission to decide whether the 
boundary-Tine shall be drawn from the 
shore line of the main land or froci 
the outer edge of the outlying islands. 


If the British contention should be 


adopted, it would be just as well for 
the United States to move out of the 
panhandle of Alaska, because it would 
get little or nothing except the islands, 
few of which are worth anything. If 
the contention of the United States is 
adopted. Great Britain will be worse 
off than it ever has been.

able new occupiers to start well and 
to pay for 'their holdings by install- 
ments, settlement of the evicted ten- 
ants question and provision for the 
housing of the laboring classes. 


The- existing conditions of the land 


question in Ireland were declared by 
the conference to be adverse to the 
improvement of the soil, leading to un- 
ending controversies and lawsuits, re- 
tarding progress and constituting a 
grave danger to the state. 


As the effect of a fan-caching set- 


tlement will be to cause the sale of 
tenancies throughout the whole of Ire- 
land, it was urged that wherever prac- 
ticable inducements should be afforded 
selling owners to continue to reside in 
the country and that for the purpose 
of obtaining such a result an equitable 
price based on income ought to be paid 
to the owners. It also suggested the 
purchase of mansion houses, demesne 
lands and home farms by the govern- 
ment and their resale to the owners.

but to develop new methods of treat- 
ment. 


Plans for this new building are al- 


ready under consideration and it Is ex- 
pected that the first laboratory will b<* 
renily for work by October, 1904.

Last Resting Place Of The Spanish 


Prisoners Who Died In 1898. 


There is one cemetery in tbi& vi- 


cinity that has few visitors and no 
flowers are placed oni the 
graves, 


though less than five years have 
passed since the bodies of the Span- 
ish, who came 
here as prisoners, 


were put beneath the sod on 
Sea- 


vey's Island. Many 
have forgotten 


the event, but a visit to the island 
recalls the past. There are thirty-one 
graves in the cemetery marked by 
heavy pieces of brass, each one num- 
bered. They are surrounded by an 
iron fence made of piping and close 
to the river bank sleep these men 
who died in captivity in 
a 
foreign 


land. 


A pine wood pole about twenty feet 


high with a streamer at its top de- 
notes the location of the cemetery. 
The small wooden crosses placed on 
each grave and numbered have been 
all broken down and some of them 
are missing.
